1. Griffin's technical chlorothalonil is not identical to the
registered Diamond Shamrock product due to the former's
greater purity (and thus lower im r;ﬁmwlevels) and the
presence Of] R BB in the latter.

. (HCB). o . , o .

We defer to TOX for an incremental risk assessment concerning the
differences betwcen these products and for their concern over the
presence of up to HCB, an impurity which could present a
residue problem, in Griffin's technical chlorothalonll.
